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DETAILED ACTION 

Application status 

The amendment to claims, filed on 06/23/2006, is acknowledged. Said 
amendment amended claims 4-7. Claims 1-10 are pending in the instant application. 

Election/Restrictions

derivatives and TSG-6, and its various uses, i.e., for the preparation of a medicament 
for the treatment of bone or cartilage diseases. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-ll do not relate to a single general inventive 

concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 

corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Where a group of 

inventions is claimed in an application, the requirement of unity of invention shall be 

fulfilled only when there is a technical relationship among those inventions involving one 

or more of the same or corresponding special technical features. The expression 
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"special technical features" shall mean those technical features that define a 
contribution which each of the claimed inventions, considered as a whole, makes over 
the prior art.

diseases," and thus, the shared technical feature of the groups is not a "special 
technical feature", unity of invention between the groups does not exist.
